Argentine  wheat  crop  redaced 

The  latest  of f icial  e stimate  of  Argentine  wheat  production  for 
1930-31  was  placed  at  233,232,000  bushels,  according  to  a  cable  received 
February  lU ,  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at  3uenos  Aires.  This 
compares  with  the  first  estimate  of  271,^0U,000  bushels.    The  final 
estimate  for  1929-30  was  162,576,000  bushels.      The  surplus  wheat  avail- 
able for  export  during  the  year  or  for  carry-over  at  the  end  of  the  year 
is  now  estimated  at  l6U,96'4,000  bushels  on  the  basis  of  the  new  estimate 
of  the  crop  as  compared  with  102,276,000  bushels  available  from  the 
I929-3O  crop.    Actual  exports  during  the  calendar  year  1930  from  the 
I929-3O  crop  are  placed  unofficially  at  about  58,000,000  bushels.  The 
smaller  Argentine"  production  estimate  has  reduced  the  1930  estimated 
world  crop  to  3 > 7^3 » 000 , 000  bushels,  excluding  Russia  and  China.  The 
total  for  1930  formerly  carried  was  3,777,000,000  bushels.    The  new  total 
is  7  Pcr  cent  larger  than  that  of  1929  against  an  S  per  cent  increase  on 
the  basis  of  the  former  1930  total.    See  summary  table,  page  230.  See

Foreign  1931  wheat  areas  and  crop  conditions 

Reports  continue  to  complain  of  the  slow  spring  grain  sowing  pre- 
parations in  Russia,  according  to  cabled  advices  of  February  12  from 
Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    France  has  again e  xperienced  un- 
favorable weather.    Elsewhere  in  Europe,  however,  growing  conditions  have 
been  generally  fair  to  good.    Crop  condition  reports  from  Europe  continued 
practically  unchanged  during  the  month  ended  February  15 .  Preliminary 
estimates  of  the  acreage  sown  in  five  European  countries  total  about 
250,000  acres  less  than  a  year  -ago,  but  these  countries  represent  less 
than  half  the  winter  wheat  area  in  Europe  and  the  estimates  are  too 
preliminary  to  allow  conclusions  of  a  general  character  to  be  drawn  from 
them . 

The  Italian    crop  outlook  is  favorable  on  an  acreage  now  reported 
at  1.1  per  cent  larger  than  last  year.    More  favorable  weather  was  re- 
ported in  France  toward  the  end  of  January,  but  the  early  excess  of  mois- 
ture is  still  causing  anxiety  in  some  parts,    A  cable  dated  February  12 
stated  that  unfavorable  weather  conditions  again  prevailed.    3enef icial 
rains  fell  in  North  Africa  during  January  and,  according  to  trade  reports, 
both  wheat  and  barley  in  these  regions  shew  considerable  improvement. 
General  beneficial  rains  fell  throughout  the  Pun.j ab ,  India,  during  the 
last  week  in  January.    The  ?/eather  in  the  United  Provinces ,  India,  con- 
tinued dry  and  reports  on  the  wheat  outlook  are  generally  unf avorable . 
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Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  from  the  United  States, 
July  1,  1930,  to  February  7,  19,31 ,  were  53,077,000  bushels  compared  with 
109,0Ul,000  bushels  from  July  1,  1929  to  February  8,  1930.    Exports  during 
the  week  ended  February  J,  1931.  were  5^2,000  bushels  compared  with 
1,256,000  bushels  the  preceding  week  and  2,775 >000  bushels  during  the 
corresponding  week  of  last  year. 

Imports  of  wheat  from  Canada  for  consumption,  duty  paid,  from 
July  1,  1930,  to  February  7  only  amounted  to  2,000  "bushels,  compared  with 
13,000  bushels  for  the  snrne  period  last  season.     Imports  into  bonded  mills 
for  grinding  into  flour  for  export  for  the  week  ended  February  7  amounted 
to  233>000  bushels  compared  with  1+02,000  bushels  the  preceding  week  and 
312,000  bushels  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.    Wheat  imported 
into  bonded  mills  from  July  1,  I93O,  to  February  7,  1931 ,  were  13,099,000 
bushels  compared  with  5,503,000  bushels  last  year. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on 
February  6,  1931,  were  151,071,000  bushels  compared  with  152,213,000 
bushels  on  February  7  a  year  ago.    Receipts  of  wheat  at  Fort  William  and 
Port  Arthur  from  August  1,  1930,  to  February  6,  1931,  were  122,650,000 
bushels  compared  with  85,)+1+0,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Shipments  were  116,300,000  bushels  against  82,157,000  bushels  during  the 
same  period  the  previous  year.    Receipts  at  Vancouver  during  the  season 
to  February  6  were  U5 , 237, 000  bushels  and  shipments  were  1+1,869,000  bushels, 
compared  with  28,527,000  bushels  and  23,323,000  bushels  respectively. 

Foreign  market  conditions 

Europe 

Netherlands  markets  continued  to  buy  considerable;  quantities  of 
wheat,  particularly  the  better  grade  Russian  wheat,  states  Mr.  Steere. 
Holland  and  Belgium  were  both  paying  a  premium  for  the  old  crop  Plato 
wheat.    The  French  market  continued  firm,  though  business  was  limited. 
Business  in  Austria  was  quiet.    Prices  in  Czechoslovakia  were  sustained 
with  good  milling  demand  absorbing  a  considerable  amount  of  wheat  offered; 
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however,  foreign  business  was  light.     Italy  reports  a  good  demand  for 
floating  Plate  with  the  better  grade  of  Russian  stocks  sold.  High 
Russian  officials  state  that  full  execution  of  the  procuring  plan  is 
necessary  as  the  unprocured  balance  is  about  equal  to  the  planned  amount 
of  reserve  stocks  in  that  country.    The  domestic  German  market  showed 
a  better  tone,  particularly  the  last  few  days.    Prices  were  strengthened 
by  farm  stocks  figure,  though  trading- activity  remained  moderate .  The 
spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  February  11  was  $1 .fh  compared 
with  $1.73  on  February  k.    The  spot  price  of  rye  on  February  11  was  $1.06 
compared  with  $.3*+  the  preceding  week,  a  rise  of  12  cents  per  bushel. 

Tientsin 

Both  the  local  and  import  business  in  wheat  flour  at  Tientsin  %-„re 
slow  during  January,  due 'principally  to  the  seasonal  inactivity  which 
usually  precedes  the  '-Chinese  New  Year  and  to  the  prospect  that  the  value 
of  silver  will  decline  further,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul 
General  Gauss  at  Tientsin.    The  latter  condition  would  increase  the 
prices  of  imported  flour  in  local  currency  and  thereby  tend  to  cause  an 
increase  in  the  consumption  of  native  cereals  as  substitutions  for  higher 
priced  wheat  flour.    The  production  wheat  flour  at  Tientsin  mills  remained 
at  a  high  level  during  January,  although  it  was  slightly  under  the  level 
of  the  preceding  two  months.    The  production  during  January  was  167,250 
barrels  against  185,000  during  December  and  113,500  barrels  during 
January,  1330.    Stocks  of  native  wheat  are  sufficient  for  mill  requirements 
until  about  March  15 ,  when  inland  waterways  will  reopen  and  additional 
supplies  become  available. 

The  arrivals  of  wheat  flour  at  Tientsin  declined  to  157>250  barrels 
during  January  compared  with  271,000  barrels  in  December  and  3^5)000 
barrels  in  November.    The  arrivals  during  January  included  2o,000  barrels 
from  the  United  States,  15,500  from  Canada,  27,500  from  Japan  and  88,250 
barrels  from  Shanghai.    Orders  for  only  Uo.OOO  to  50,000  barrels  of  wheat 
flour  were  placed  in  the  United  States  by  Tientsin  importers  during 
January.    The  average  wholesale  price  of  wheat  flour,  exwarehouse  at 
Tientsin,  in  terms  of  United  States  currency  per  barrel,  at  the  end  of 
January  were:    American  $2.76,  Canadian  and  Japanese  $2.50,  Shanghai 
milled  $2.6U,  and  Tientsin  milled  $3«H«    These  prices  compare  with  $3.30. 
$3.02,  $3.03,  $3  MO  and  $3.60  per  barrel,  respectively,  at  the  end  of 
December . 

Wheat  prices 


"    Wheat  prices  at  the  principa.1  world  markets  made  slight  net  advances 
during  the  week  ending  February  iH .    The  advance  which  had  been  underway 
during  the  previous  week  was  continued  during  the  early  part  of  the  following 
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week,  prices  reaching  their  highest  levels  in  most  markets  on  the  10th, 
then  declining  through  the  13th  of  the  month,  and  ending  the  week  with 
a  small  improvement  on  the  14th.    May  futures  in  the  United  States  markets 
showed  very  little  effect  of  the  influences  which  caused  the  changes  in 
July  futures  in  the  United  States  and  in  cash  and  future  prices  in 
foreign  markets.     On  the  14th,  May  futures  at  Liverpool  closed  at  63-g- 
cents  per  bushel  or  l/2  cent  higher  than  a  week  previous,  whereas  at 
Winnipeg  they  closed  at  63-1/4  cents  compared  with  62-3/8  cents  the  week 
earlier.    At  Chicago,  May  futures  closed  on  the  14th  at  82-5/8  cents  on 
the  10th  and  11th.    July  futures  at  Chicago,  on  the  other  hand,  closed 
at  69-1/4  cents  on  the  14th  com-oared  with.  67-1/2  cents  a  week  earlier, 
and  a  high  closing  price  of  71-5/8  cents  on  the  10th  of  the  month.  A 
similar  movement  was  recorded  at  Kansas  City,  "but  at  Minneapolis  the 
Y/eek  resulted  in  a  decline  in  the  July  futures  of  l/8  cent  per  bushel 
to  72-3/4  cents.    At  Liverpool,  July  futures  closed  at  65-1/8  cents 
per  bushel  which  was  the  same  as  a  week  previous. 

Developments  of  the  past  two  weeks  have  resulted  in  July  futures 
at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  rising  as  much  as  the  same  future  at  Liver- 
pool, despite  the  fact  that  July  futures  at  Chicago  are  much  above  a 
normal  export  basis.    Minneapolis  futures,  on  the  other  hand,  have 
shown  no  advance,  although  Winnipeg  futures  have  risen  even  more  than 
Liverpool.     See  tables,  pages  231  and  232  . 

PEED  GRAIN'S 
Corn 

Temperatures  were  moderately  high  in  the  corn  zone  of  Argentina 
during  the  week  ended  February  9,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau,  the  mean  temperature  for  the  week  being  4°  in  excess  of  normal. 
Precipitation  was  slightly  deficient,  the  total  of  0.6  inch  being  0.1 
inch  subnormal.    No  official  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  corn  has  yet 
been  issued,  but  trade  reports  say  that  it  is  at  least  as  large  as  that 
of  last  year.    All  reports  so  far  indicate  excellent  growing  conditions. 

The  1930-31  production  of  corn  in  18  countries  reported  amounts 
to  2,754,107,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  19.5  per  cent  from  that  of  the 
same  countries  in  1929-30.     Including  an  increase  of  more  than  5,000,000 
bushels  in  the  earlier  estimate  for  Italy,  the  production  for  the  10 
European  countries  reported  is  still  18.6  per  cent  below  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.     See  corn  production  table,  page  233. 
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Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest 
dates  available  total  79,695,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  23.8  per  cent 
over  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.  Corn 
exports  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  February  7  continued 
very  small,  while  Argentine  exports  fell  below  the  heavy  shipments  of  the 
two  preceding  weeks.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  234, 

There  was  not  much  change  in  United  States  corn  prices  during  the 
week  ended  February  6.    No.  3  Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  declined'  one  cent  to 
62  cents,  while  May  futures  continued  at  65  cents.    Buenos  Aires  quotations 
on  Argentine  corn  for  March  and  May  delivery  continued  at  29  cents  com- 
pared with  63  cents  for  the  corresponding  quotations  last  year.  The 
spread" between  the  May  futures  of.  United  States  and  Argentine  corn  con- 
tinued at  about  36  cents  compared  with  26  cents  at  the  same  time  last  year.

Barley 

The  1930-31  production  of  barley  in  41  countries  reported  now  totals 
1,448,895,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  3.5  per  cent  from  that  of  the  same 
countries  in  1929-30.    The  North  American  countries  and  Argentina  show 
considerable  increases  over  the  production  of  the  preceding  year,  but 
there  was  a  general  decrease  in  the  rest  of  the  world.    According  to  a 
revised  estimate,  the  crop  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  was  just  half  as 
large  as  during  the  preceding  year.     See  barley  production  table,  page  233 
The  Moroccan  barley  crop  for  the  1931  harvest  has  improved  following  heavy 
rains  in  the  second  week  of  January. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  67,615,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  17.4  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the-  same 
periods  of  the  preceding  year.    United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week 
ended  February  7  were  .the  largest- weekly  shipment  since  the  beginning  of 
October,  while  prices  declined  a  little.     Special  Ho.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis 
was  2  cents  below  the  price  for  the  preceding  week  and  15  cents  below  the 
price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  tables  showing  barley  trade 
and  prices,  pages  234  and  235. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western,  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  February  6  amounted  to  20,428,000  bushels  compared  with  23,605,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year.    Receipts  of  barley  at  Fort  William, 
Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver j  August  1  -  February  6,  amounted  to  11,851,000 
bushels  during  that  period  of  1929-30.     Shipments  of  barley  from  those  ports 
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totaled  10,883,000  bushels  against  4,390,000  bushels  during  that  period 
of  the  preceding  year. 

Oats 

'The  1930-31  production  of  oats  in  36  countries  so  far  reported 
totals  3,612,900,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  1.5  per  cent  from  that  of 
the  same  countries  in  1929-30.     The  first  estimate  of  the  crop  in 
Northern  Ireland  is  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  preceding  year.  A 
reduction  of  more  than  1,300,000  bushels  in  the  earlier  estimate  for 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  places  the  crop  nearly  38  per  cent  below  that 
of  the  preceding  year.     See  oats  production  table,  page 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,   Canada,  Argentina,,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to 
28,533,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  48  per  cent  over  the  shipments  dur- 
ing the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.     There  were  no  exports  of 
oats  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  February  7 ,  while 
prices  advanced  slightly.     For  tables  showing  oats  trade  and  prices, 
see  pages  234  and  235. 

Mill  grind in gs  of  oats  in  Canada  during  the  five  months,  August — 
December,  1930,  amounted  to  5,257,000  bushels  and  mill  production  of 
oatmeal  and  rolled  oats  69,589,000  pounds.     From  August  1  -  December  31, 
1929,  mill  grindings  of  oats  totaled  4,933,000  bushels  and  mill  produc-tion 
of  oatmeal  and  rolled  oats  60,471,000  pounds.     Stocks  of  oats  in  store 
in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  on  February  7'  amounted  to 
10,727,000  bushels  compared  with  15,124,000  bushels  on  the  same  date 
last  year.     Receipts  of  oats  at  Fort  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver, 
August  1  -  February  6,  amounted  to  8,273,000  bushels  compared  with 
3,049,000  bushels  during  that  period  of  1929-30.     Shipments  of  oats 
from  those  ports  totaled  8,892,000  bushels  against  6,311,000  bushels 
during  that  period  of  the  preceding  year. 


COTTON 

British  lock-out  ends  as  markets  improve 

The  Lancashire  cotton  mills  reopened  on  Monday,  February  16, 
following  a  lock-out  of  more  than  a  month.     A  cable  of  February  13 
from  Agricultural  Atta.che  Foley  suggests  important  concessions  to 
workers  on  the  point  of  more-looms-per-weaver .     Exports  of  cotton  piece 
goods  from  the  United  Kingdom  increased  slightly  in  January,  but  were 
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still  unusually  low.     The  ending  of  the  lock-out  relieves  the  British  in- 
dustry of  a  situation  which  would  have  hampered  its  export  trade  and 
may  reflect  a  more  optimistic  opinion  on  the  part  of  mill  owners  as  to 
the  future  course  of  trade.    Raw  cotton  prices  at  Liverpool  moved  upward 
"between  December  15  and  February  11.     On  the  Continent  also,  there  were 
important  increases  in  raw  cotton  prices  during  the  first  2  weeks  of 
February,  according  to  a  cable  of  February  16  from  Agricultural  Attache' 
Steere  at  Berlin.     The  upward  movement  caused  some  increased  buying  by 
Continental  spinners. 

Less  cotton  ginned  in  Egypt 

It  is  estimated  that  1,106,000  bales  of  cotton  of  478  pounds  net 
have  been  ginned  in  Egypt  up  to  February  1,  according  to  a  cable  received 
by  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     This  is  a  decrease. of 
133,000.  bales  or  11  per  cent  under  the  1,245,000  bales  ginned  at  the 
same  date  last  year,  and  213,000  bales  or  15  per  cent  less  than  were 
ginned  up  to  February  1  of  1929.     Of  the  total  ginnings  to  February  1, 
270,000  bales  were  of  the  Sakellaridis  variety.     This  is  103,000  bales 
or  28  per  cent  less  than  were  ginned  at  the  same  date  last  season  and 
140,000  bales  or  34  per  cent  less  than  were  ginned  by  February  1,  1929. 
The  ginning  to  February  1  of  all  other  variaties  is  estimated  at  836,000 
bales,  a  decrease  of  36,000  bales  or  4  per  cent  under  the  quantity 
ginned  at  the  same  date  last  season  and  72,000  bales  or  8  per  cent  less 
than  were  ginned  by  February  1  of  1929. 


SUGAR 

India  sugar  production  increased 

Raw  cane  sugar  production  in  India  during  the  current  season  is 
estimated  at  3,559,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  3,098,000  short  tons 
reported  for  1929-30,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture.     The  estimate  for  the  current  season's  produc- 
tion shows  an  increase  of  about  15  per  cent  over  the  two  last  seasons' 
and  is  next  to  the  largest  crop  produced  during  the  post-war  period.

FRUIT ,  VEGETABLES  AMD  FJTS 

Australian  and  Few  Zealand  apple  and  pear  prospects 

During  1931 1  the  apple  exports  from  Australia  should  amount  to 
about  2,500,000  boxes  and  those  from  Few  Zealand  not  much  less  than 
last  year,  when  ever  1,000,000  boxos  were  exported,  according  to  the 
Empire  Marketing  Board.    The  total  probably  will  amount  to  about 
3,500,000  boxes  compared  with  5,U00,000  boxes  last  year  and  2,200,000 
boxes  in  1929 .     In  seasons  of  heavy  shipments  the  United  Kingdom  takes 
75  "to  SO  per  cent  of  the  Australian  shipments  and  most  of  the  Few 
Zealand  shipments.     In  192-9.  when  shipments  from  Australia  were  lighter, 
the  Continent  took  46  per  cent  and  the  United  Kingdom  5^  per  cent.  In 
I929,  about  S5  per  cent  of  the  New  Zealand  apples  went  to  the  United 
Kingdom.    It.  is  not  likely  that  much  over  15  per  cent  of  the  Few 
Zealand  apples  will  go  to  the  Continent  this  year.    Western  Australian 
apples  especially  find  a  market  on  the  Continent,  and  with  the  reduced 
shipments  of  the  other  Australian  states  during  1931  i-n  prospect,  the 
proportion  of  Australian  apples  taken  by  the  Continent  is  likely  to  be 
higher  than  last  year. 

Exports  of  pears  from  Australia  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same 
as  last  season,  when  around  275. 000  boxes  were  exported.    The  total  from 
both  Australia  and  Few  Zealand  amounted  to  about  3^0,000  boxes  last 
year.    This  compares  with  lbO,000  boxes  in  1929  and  230,000  in  1928. 
Most  of  the  pear  shipments  from  Australia  and  Few  Zealand  go  to  the  United 
Kingdom.    The  bulk  of  the  Australian  pear  exports  are  supplied  by 
Tasmania  and  Victoria.      See  table,  page  236. 

Good  British  apple  market  outlook 

The  British  market  outlook  is  good  for  quality  apples  and  should 
remain  favorable  until  the  end  of  the  season,  providing  supplies  are 
moderate ,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist 
in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  De- 
ciduous fruits  from  South  Africa  are  now  arriving  in  the  United  Kingdom 
at  the  rate  of  about  100,000  packages  weekly  but  are  much  below  those  of 
this  time  last  year.    Pear  shipments  from  South  Africa  are  increasing, 
whereas  arrivals  from  the  United  States  are  declining.    See -Foreign 
Service  release,  F.  S.  /A-3U9,  February  13 ,  1931. 

The  Mediterranean  raisin  and  currant  situation 

Revised  estimates  for  the  1931  raisin  crop  in  Smyrna  place  the 
total  production  for  the  sep.son  at  ^42, 000  short  tons  as  against  5^.000 
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short  tons  in  1929,  according  to  a  cable  from  N.   I.  Nielsen,  American 
Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Marseille.     This  brings  the  total  raisin 
crop  of  the  Mediterranean  Basin  for  1930  up  to  65,900  short  tons  as 
against  83,200  short  tons  in  1920.     Stocks  of  raisins  in  Smyrna  at  the 
present  time  are.  approximately  the  same  as  at  this  date  last  year. 
Stocks  in  Malaga  and  Valencia  are  lower  than  last  year,  particularly  in 
Malaga.     The  market  during  the  past  month  remained  firm  and  prices  tended 
upwards. 

The  Greek  currant  crop  is  still  placed  at  155,000  tons  as  against 
143,000  tons  in  1929.     Stocks  of  currants  in  Greece  on  February  1  were 
estimated  at  35,900  short  tons  as  against  37,400  short  tons  on  February  1, 
1930.    Actual  exports  from  February  1  to  the  end  of  the  season  last  year 
amounted  to  only  17,537  short  tons.     While  it  is  believed  that  exports 
from  February  1  to  the  end  of  the  season  this  year  will  be  greater  than 
during  the  corresponding  period  last  year  because  of  the  favorable  prices 
now  prevailing,   it  is  not  expected  that  the  total  supply  on  hand  will  be 
moved.    Prices  for  currants  increased  during  December  ajid  remained  firm 
during  January. 

Good  prospects  for  Canary,  Island  onion  seeds 

Prospects  for  the  1930-31  onion  seed  crop  of  the  Canary  Islands 
are  excellent,  as  the  precipitation  thus  far  has  been  above  average  for 
the  past  eight  sea.sons,  according  to  a  report  by  Consul  Charles  D. 
Westcott  at  Santa  Cruz  de  Tenerife.    Price  quotations  in  January  were 
firm,  with  a  rising  tendency  for  guaranteed  fresh  crystal  white  seed 
of  94  to  9    per  cent  germination.     The  onion  seed  plants  require  ample 
moisture  at  the  time  of  flowering  out.     If  this  is  not  received  and  the 
plant  is  exposed  at  the  same  time  to  the  hot  desert  winds  for  an  extended 
period,  the  flowering  tops  shrivel  up,  preventing  pollenation  and  the 
production  of  seed.

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Mediterranean  almond  market 

Apart  from  the  United  States  demand  for  large  size  Marconas  from 
the  Alicanti  district  in  Spain,  which  has  resulted  in  higher  prices  for 
this  particular  variety,  the  Mediterranean  almond  market  in  general  con- 
tinued inactive  during  January,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  ITielsen  at  Marseille,    prices,  with  the  exception  above 
noted,  were  generally  lower. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  MD  WOOL 

Record  Danish  hog  numbers,  slaughter  and  bacon  ex-ports  in  1930 

Hog  numbers  in  Denmark  on  January  31,  1931,  were  the  highest  on 
record,  reaching  5,232,000  compared  with  4,928,000  on  the  15th  of  July  pre- 
ceding, according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin. 
As  this  is  the  only  estimate  available  for  January  31,  comparisons  have 
been  made  with  the  July  15  figures  for  previous  years.    The  number  of 
brood  sows  4  months  and  over  on  January  31  this  year  was  381,000,  a  slight 
decrease  compared  with  the  588,000  reported  on  July  15.     Sows  in  farrow, 
taken  separately,  numbered  390,000  on  January  15,  1931,  compared  with 
396,000  on  July  15.    Pigs  under  2  months  showed  a  reduction  of  25,000  com- 
pared with  the  record  number  on  hand  on  July  15.     On  the  other  hand,  pigs 
of  2-4  months  reached  1,787,000  or  10  per  cent  above  July  15  and  are  now 
above  any  previous  level,  the  same  being  true  of  fat  hogs  over  4  months 
which  reached  the  record  figure  of  1,190,000  on  January  15. 

These  record  figures  were  reached  notwithstanding  record  slaughter 
since  July.    Prom  July  1  to  December  31,  1930,  hog  slaughter  is  provision- 
ally estimated  at  3,234,000,  an  increase  of  23  per  cent  over  the  same 
period  of  1929.    A  preliminary  estimate  for  the  year,  1930,  places  the 
number  at  5,960,000,  or  19  per  cent  above  1929,  and  about  600,000  above 
slaughter  during  the  year,  1928,  when  hog  killing  reached  the  highest 
level  up  to  that  date. 

During  the  year  1930,  bacon  exports  reached  approximately  585,000,000 
pounds,  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  over  1929,  the  bulk  as  usual  finding  a 
market  in  Great  Britain.-     In  addition,  live  hog  exports  from  Denmark  reached 
53,000  compared  with  only  51,000  in  1929,  the  bulk  going  to  Germany.  See 
table,  page  235. 
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January  wool  exports  from  China  "below  December 

The  amount  of  wool  declared  at  Tientsin  in  January,  1931,  for 
exportation  to  the  United  States  was  1 , 873, 000  ^pounds  or  considerably  De- 
low  the    2,636,000  pounds  declared  in* December  hut  slightly  greater  than 
that  declared  in  January,  1930,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Ser- 
vice of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  General  Gauss. 
Declarations  of  carpet  carding  wool  in  January,  1931,   showed  327,000 
pounds  in  the  grease,  671,000  pounds  washed  and  386,000  pounds  scoured. 
The  carpet  combing  wool  was  classified  as  follows:     In  the  grease,  288,000 
pounds;  washed,  49,000  pounds;;  and '.scoured,  152,000  pounds.     Exports  from 
Tientsin  to  all  countries  during  January  were  1,951,000  pounds. 

Stocks  of  sheep's  wool  at  Tientsin  the  early  part  of  February 
showed  little. change  from  January  when  it  was  estimated  that  stocks  in 
Tientsin  were  between  4  million  and  5  million  pounds  "but  that  stocks  along 
railways  at  interibr  points  were  about  6.5  million  pounds.     Local  prices 
showed  startling  developments  during  the  month  ended  February  14,  due  to 
efforts  of  Chinese .dealers  to  force  the  market  upward.     A  month  earlier 
sining  wool  was  offered  at  6.8  cents  per  -pound  delivered  in  Tientsin  in 
native  packing,  but  at  the  time  of  cabling  sellers  remained  firm  at  8.2 
cents  per  pound. 

Export  prices  for  sining  wool  in  the  grease,  c.i.f.New  York  and' 
Philadelphia  on  February  14  were  11  to  ll-l/2  cents  a  pound,  but  American 
buyers  were  offering  only  10  cents  a  pound.     Sellers  c.i.f.  quotations 
for  inferior  wool  are  7-l/2  cents  a  pound  with  the  American  market  not 
willing  to  offer  more  than  6-l/4  cents  and  little  business  was  being  done. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Butter  prices  higher  in  European  markets  than  in  United  States 

Marked  advances  in  foreign  butter  prices  during  the  week  ended 
February  12  carried  them  well  .above  prices  on  comparable  grades  in  the 
United  States.     The  Copenhagen  quotation  advanced  from  the  equivalent  of 
27.2  cents  to  31.4  cents  per  pound  against  an  advance  in  New  York  quota- 
tions on  92  score  from  27.0  cents  to  28.5  cents.     The  margin  in  favor  of 
Copenhagen  over  New  York  thus  reached  2.9  cents  and  as  compared  with  best 
Danish  in  London  the  margin  reached  5.2  cents  over  New  York.    Finest  New 
Zealand  in  London  was  equivalent  on  February  12  to  26.1-27.0  cents.  With 
the  tariff  now  at  14  cents  a  pound,  a  margin  of  3  cents  has  been  reached 
in  favor  of  Copenhagen.     See  page  239  for  table. 
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BULGARIAN  WHEAT  EXPORT  SURPLUS  ESTIMATE  REDUCED 

The  e st imat  odTBulgarian  exportable  surplus'  of  wheat  from  the  re- 
cord 1930  crop  has  been  reduced  from  20,209,000  bushels  to  a  range  of  ■ 
11, 02 3, 000-12 ,860,000  bushels,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  Michael 
at  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia.    The  leading  Bulgarian  farmers'  cooperative  or- 
ganization and  the  Bulgarian  National  Bank  are  cited  as  sources  of  the 
range  indicated,  with  the  lower  figure  regarded  as  the  more  likely,  prelim- 
inary official  returns  up  to  December  31,  1930,  show  exports  of  only 
1,373,000  bushels  from  the  1930  crop.-  There  were-. .practically  no'  exports 
made'  from  the  short  crop  of  1929 i     On  the  basis  of  these  official  returns, 
the  carryover  on  January  1,  1931,  ranged  from  about  9,553,000  to  11,390,000 
bushels,  'These  figures  supercede  the  calculations  of  Bulgarian  wheat 
exports  and  stocks  as  presented  on  page  128  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets" 
for  February  2,  1931,  under  the  title  "DA1TUBIAN  WHEAT  PRODUCTION  AND  MAR- 
KETING". 

Lot/  prices  are  held  largely  responsible  for  the  reduction  in  the 
'estimated  wheat  export  surplus  of  Bulgaria.    Mr.  Michael  reports  that 
prices  at  the  leading  Bulgarian  markets  during  the  period  October- December, 
1930,  were  one-half  to  one-third  those  of  the  corresponding  1929  prices. 
It  now  appears -that . earlier • reports  of  increased  home  consumption  and 
utilization  as  feed  have  been  Dome  out  to  a  greater  degree  than  was 
anticipated.    Rumors  of  the  establishment  of  the  Central  Bureau  for  the 
Purchase  of  Cereals,  now  functioning,  also  slowed  up  market  offerings 
late  in  1930  in  anticipation  of  securing  higher  prices  from  the  new; govern- 
ment-purchasing agency.    The  markets  were  comparatively  inactive  during 
most  of  January,  the  period  in  which  the  Central  Bureau  was  being  set  up 
following  the  December  25  announcement  of  its  creation.    The  new  organi- 
zation intends  to  limit  exports  to  the  better  grades  of  wheat.    As  noted 
in  the  earlier  article  cited  above,  any  premium  paid  by  the  Central  Bureau 
will  he  in  the  form  of  scrip  or  coins  which  can  be  used  only  for  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes.
